We interviewed Brother Sylvester Hodges 
who was the cmly blood on the: committee that 
screened the job applicants and he said, 
■'Walton' $ o tal and writters presentation was 
bqautifulT That cat cookedl His written pre- 
sentation was so detailed, thoiough and com¬ 
plete that rnany of the questions we were ask- 
ing the white applicants we re answered by 
Walton’s paper before he came in the room to 
interview wlth us in persod. I was preud of 
the confident and articulate marmer in which 
hé answered the many questions fired at him 
in th« interview. I personally fooi that hö 
was the best candidate for the position and 
that he was more than qualificd for the pos- 
ition 11 . 

When aur reporter asked Brother Hodges 
how he rhought the Black Conumimty would 
react when the incident was reported É he re¬ 
plied, “The Black Community will never for- 
give them for this and wil3 feel that the 
admimstration hae been lying all along. 

Actions speak louder than words, and their 
actions say that they aro not gorng to put 
a cualified Black person who represents the 
views of Black People in a Dean level admifi- 
istrative position. Mo matter what whites 
gay , Black people can only go on what whites 
do and they have done us wrong”, 

The Black Panther says that the College 
and its President have lied: in the past 
Black Studierats demands for Black adminis¬ 
trators were always met with the same tired, 
old, white-assed phraee, "we will bend over 
backwards to find and hire a qualified Black 
pet3on if diiy administrative v^cancies occur» 
but we have such a difficult time finding 
qualified ^minofity' persons who aro willing 
to come to Herntt Collége on the salades 
that we pay,“

"***onö th*ïme that ran througb all of 
the presentations at the San Francisco con¬ 
ference. ,.was that the status quo in urban 
America must be radically trans form&d* . . It is 
OhviOUS, thert, that the urban junior college 
has an obligation to serve these sections óf 
the communlty that are agitating for change 
as well as servLng the 'povers that be'..*We 
muet meet our responsibilitieu to the 
conatiTjnity that ought to be as well sa to the 
comniunity that is." 

The present Black populo,tion in Oakland's 
public elcmentary schools is about 33?6* 
According to the US Commiasion on Civil KigTifs, 
once any’school becomos half Negro, it tenda 
rapidly to deteriorate in terras of services 
and quality éducaticm, 

It could be just a question of n few ycars 
before most of the elementary and sufosequently 
the high schools in oakland hecome Virtually 
all Black as the white families depart for the 
suburbs or enroll their children in private 
schools. 

The cammunity relations problems facing 
Merritt collega are the fault of raclal isola- 
tion and the ineptness of an educaticaal 
system which is gust becoming oware of the 
problemg of Black Amerkans, Any attempt to 
put a non-Black person in this position wil! 
be looked upon by the growihg Black community 
as another attempt to evade the responsibility 
borns out by the above immber of Black elemen- 
f-.ary pupils enrolled in oakland's schools* 

The only way tewards racial harmony in 
thiK gocitjty is to etui Lhi? ag^-uld patitern of 
fruatrating the Black mansos by placing in key 
admi ni strative posit ionS thqse persöfis who 
must articulate our message for us but who in 
essence don h t really understand or agree with 
our message,, 

The Black massés are aware of the usual 
proces 5 vhereby a so-called Neg ra is selected 
by the establishraent, made prominent, built-up, 
publicized, and made a celébrity, And then he 
beegmes a spolfesman for the '"Negroes"-—a Negro 
i,padpf, The establishment uses these “Negro 
Leaders" against the Black revolution--and 
that's juat what this is all about, it*s a 
Black revolution, White—oriented persons 
wilL only vorsen the situatiën in the Jong 
run becüuse they didn 1 t start this Black move¬ 
ntent and they certainly could not stop it* 

The peoplc in the Black eomfnunity are doïng 
things on thoir own* they are running ahead of 
the ëó-ealled "Negro Leaders"* 

Br, RcdfOrd'S letter of April 21, 1967 to 
Bruce Malloy confirms this point of view where- 
in he States that, "Negro leaders who have 
advised vith ui,,,have on occasion emphasiaed 
that a black person who idantified with the 
Caucasian cummunity may bc more of a probletn 
thai-t a help*" 

The Black masFiea are also aware of the 
rieviHp and conquer miethods used by whites wheit 
they readily seek "Negroes"' to disagree with 
the position taken by a Black persotï and then 
use this "'Well, all Negroes don't agree with 
your positron," approach to continue dging 
things in a white-^orianted Black frustrating 
marmer* 

Show me a single persen of Afro-Amerrcan. 
origin who disagrees in essence with anything 
that t am presenting to this committee or with 
anythinq which I have presented to Merritt 
College’ for the Black Community and 1 will 
show you a person who bas been psychologically 
raped ot his dignity as a man and who essenti- 
ally hates hiraself because hc is Black and can 
nevel' become white except in mannor and des Lr o 
(fantasyï, 

There is che definite posSLbity 
that nvy ftpplication will be considared by sottie 
as anotlïer attempt on the part of the Black 
Community to coerce or pre&aure the College 
in to hiring someone it doesn't want. My only 
response to such thinking us that 1 am mereiy 
trying to offer Merritt College a chance to 
show thinking ig rhat I atn meraly trying to 
offer rtcrritt College a chance to show good 
faith to its promises made to Black Studonts. 

studöhts do not want an establishment 
person or >ust anyone with a miïiocity name. 


they want someone with whom they can identify, 
someono who lives in the ghetto with thom, 
someone who socializes with thecr! on a regular 
basis and not on the infrequent, 
condescending "Sce, 3'm with you" basis which 
is nhony, stramed and insult mg to the Black 
Community. The Black Community is fighting 
against the subtlety of ouc "liberal friends" 
who will wine and dinc with us, work with ue, 
and 3till diccrim.inatc against us when it 
eaïtiös to money and dec ision-making power, 

The fourth point to which I vish to 
address myself is a response to pointe men- 
tioned in the Black Perscmnel Committee memo 
to Merritt Cóuncil. 1 agree with III wherein 
it is stated that the "Black Community tianta 
and Needs a Black Administrator Now." 

Item IV "Adminis-trative positions da 
not come up all the tifne* is a fact borne out 
agam by Br, Rcdford's April 2lot, lettei* 
wherein he statos, "we are rnaking so few 
appointinents these days in any of the cat- 
egories you ment ion that the nünibers are al- 
most negligibie. As a matter of fact, not 
only are we limited from expanding our staff 
in any of these categories, but also we 
probably shall have to reduce the present 
numbera even though we wou ld like to make 
replacements wberever $omeonp reaigns or 
retiree*" He goea on to state in the? same 
letter that, 'Perhaps the bïggest probiem 
we run Lnto in regard to employnent of pro¬ 
fessionals from thé minority groups is that 
any of these individuals who are qualified 
are in such demanti that they are not interes- 
ted in the salanes which we pay in the 
Feralta Junior College District*,,I da want 
to state publicaly that we h&vc dgne cvery- 
thing posible and will continue to do every- 
thing possible to correct this imbalance," 

I preceive Dr. Redford's above state¬ 
ments as all the more reaspn why this 
committee ShöUld recommend my appointment 

to the position of Dean of student Persormel 
and Cocnmunity Relations, 

All of the functions ander V seen to fall 
within the soopc of the criteria listad for the 
Dean of Student Pcrsonnd and Community Relat¬ 
ions; thuü, I can sec no reason for düplicat- 
ing the duties of an existing position, 
espeaially in view of budget l irr.itations and 
the fact that there will be no nev "positions 
that will be made available by the change 
over to the quarter system," The only practi¬ 
cal alternatLve to V is to sleet a Black 
person to replacv Dean Olsen. 

In conclkision, 1 wou ld lïkc to taring inta 
consideration some personal and miscelaneous 
po ints. 

Prior to eorainn to Merritt Colleqe (April 
1965 to be exact), I conferred with Mr. Wes 
Sears, President of the newly formed Fremont- 
Néwark Junior College District, and Dl* 

Marylin ülawie, board mejnber and Professor of 
political Science at Cal-State College ITayward, 
aoncerning a proposed atató-wide suivey of all 
the state ]unior college Student Personnel 
Department b. with Hr. Sears approval, I pro- 
ceded to conduct the survay of the, then 7B, 
junior colleges* Approximately 48 question¬ 
naires were returned with varying amounts of 
information which I still have available for 
use by Merritt College, The originai purpose 
of Lhe survey was to gathe 1 information to be 
utiLised had I deeided to apply for the 
position of Birector of counseling when the 
college opened. 

One o£ tr,y strong peraonal traits which I 
haven't discussed yet is my ability to tran- 
scend race in reLation to the duties oi my 
position* This is evidenced by the fact that 
WhiLe studenta as veil as Black studonts have 
requested to be transferred to me for counsel¬ 
ing services, Surely, this is evidence that 
students récogtuïe my basic respect for the 
dignity of eaeh individual hunian heing* The 
problems of students d&n't step at race; there- 
fore 1 must stand ready to transccnd race in 
order to be of help to that person, and 1 might 
add, I feel comfortable in assuraing this raio, 

Another ex-ampie of my basic ability to 
place duty over race is evidenced by my offorts 
to seourr- an nuts tand ing reading teacher for 
Merritt College. Through my efforts a Cau- 
casiart individual was sold on the program at 
Merritt College, encouraged to complete werk 
on his doctorate degree, and tinally cncour- 
raged to apply for and interview for the poai- 
tion of readinq teacher* 1 saw in this person 
ba sic huir.an worth ,md rccognited his ability 
to help students learn to read* 

A final point that 1 would like to make is 
that ï live in the Black Coronunity surroundtnq 
Merritt College—fiue blqcks from Merritt to 
be exact, The families living on the Street 
are predüminüntly Black* In essence, what I'm 
saying is that I am a part of the Black COfn- 
jTiunity whien is dedicatad Lü rnaking oui cvmnm- 
nity "the community that ought to be". In 
aomc way, l hope to help destroy the myth held

The second point to which I would like to 
address myself is to the deaired qualifieations 
pxesented by a latge segment of Student Peraon- 
rtel Services, namoly the Counseling Department. 
,To the best of my knowledge ( these desired 
qualifieations represent the fecling of Health 
Services, Placement Services, and Special 
Services, 

Having been active in the develocment of 
the list ü-f desired qualif ieations * it is 
obvious that I am in total agreement with the 
criteria. The manner in which the qualifioat- 
ions were determined serves to reinfotce my 
belief that the Student Pcraormel Services can 
and shoulcJ opera to on a democratie basis 
involving the staff in the decision-makLng 
process.
